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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 18, 25, and 27 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. j1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 5,278,861 to Wilk. Applicants have cancelled claim 18 
and rewritten claim 25 to substantially include the allowable subject matter of claim 28. 
Accordingly, claim 25 is now allowable, and claim 27 depends from allowable claim 25. 
Claims 19-24, 26, and 30-31 have been rejoind in accordance with M.P.E.P. j 821 .04. 
Claims 19-24, 26, 30-31, and 33 depend either directly or indirectly from one of 
independent claims 25, 29, and 32, and are therefore allowable for at least the same 
reasons that their respective independent claims are allowable. 

The claimed method for delivering blood from a heart chamber containing blood 
to a target vessel of a patient's vascular system, the method comprising steps of: (a) 
placing a conduit having a lumen in fluid communication with a left ventricle; (b) placing 
the conduit in fluid communication with the lumen of a target vessel and securing the 
conduit to the target vessel, (c) delivering blood from the head chamber into the conduit 
during at least one phase of the heart cycle', and (d) permitting blood to flow out of the 
conduit unrestricted in more than one direction in the lumen of the target vessel during 
both phases of the heart cylce is not disclosed or taught by the prior art.
